AHEAD OF CHICAGO IN LUMBER | 


Receipts and Shipments Were More | 
Than 16.000,000,000 Board Feet 
in Excess of Chicago’s. 

A table showing the relative posi- 
tions of the Chicago and St. Louis 
lumber business has been compiled 
by Orville A. Pier. secretary of the 
Lumbermen’s Exchange of St. Louis, 
which show that St. Louis received, 
shipped and used a larger amount of 
lumber proportionately in the last 
16 years than Chicago. Granville R. 
Gloor, president of the local lum- 
bermen’s exchange, had the figures 
compiled to meet the assertion that 
Chicago held pre-eminence in the 

lumber industry. 

A summary of the figures’ shows 
that St. Louis received 2,664,041,100 
more board feet in the last 16 years 
than Chicago; that St. Louis shipped 
13,546,233,506 more board feet than 
Chicago and that St. Louis, less than 
one third the size of Chimago, used 
one billion and a third more board 
feet than half that consumed in 
Chicago in the 16-year period.

“From what can be i gathered, 
there is no drastic falling off in con- 
sumption, and this is proven by the 
heavy volume of buying for imme- 
diate delivery. The disturbed mar- 
kets, however, have so seriously up- 
set the psychology of merchants 
that they simply will not take on 
more than they can get rid of at 
once, and they are taking no heed 
whatever of their future goes 
ments. 

Conservatism Cycle Formed. | 

“This disposition to play the mer- | 
chandising game with the utmost | 
safety has worked back to the job- 
ber and wholesaler, and during the 
past 30 days has ramified to manui- 
facturers, whose unwillingness’ to 
purchase raw materials in quantity 
is seriously affecting basic markets. 
Thus a cycle of conservatism ‘s 
formed which it will be difficult to 
break until something transpires 
that is calculated to stimulate gen- 
eral buying. 

“Due to improved transportation | 
and an easing up in fuel’ and labor, | 
manufacturing conditiong are now | 
more favorable than in many months | 
and the plants are in excellent shape) 
to respond to any demand for their 
outputs.

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VOTES OF PRESIDENT 
AND WIFE MAILED 
TO PRINCETON, N. J. 


Ballot Is First Ever Cast by 
Mrs. Wilson— Nine Others 
- Sent From White House.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—The 
President and Mrs. Wilson votedgto- 
day in the presidential election. They 
marked their ballots at the White 
House and mailed them to Prince- 
ton, N. J., where the President here- 
tofore has gone each election day 
to vote. 

Nine other ballots also were for- 
warded to New Jersey today from 
the White House, those voting by 
mail including Secretary Tumulty 
and Mrs. Tumulty, Dr. Stockton Ax- 
son, a brother of Mr. Wilson's first 
wife, Charles Swem, the President's 
private stenographer, and other at- 
taches of the White House. 

These were the first ballots ever 
cast by Mrs. Wilson and Mrs. Tu- 
multy and they were among the first 
of the great army of women enfran- 
chised by the nineteenth amend- 
ment to vote in the 1920 election. 
The ballots from New Jersey were 
forwarded to the White House early 
this week by request. 

Preparations are being made at 
the executive offices of the White 
House for the receipt of election re- 
turns next Tuesday. The President 
will be kept informed of the progress 
of the counting of the ballots by 
means of wires installed in the ex- 
ecutive offices communicating with 
the various Democratic headquar- 
ters over the country. As the votes 
are tabulated and are received at 
the executive offices, copies will be 
made and communicated directly to 
the President from the telegraph 
room by messengers. Secretary Tu- 
multy is expected to receive the re- 
turns in like manner in the executive 
offices.

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 30.—-A po- 
litical sensation of far-reaching im- 
portance was created here today by 
an editorial appearing on the first 
page of the Times-Star, denying 
that Warren G. Harding, candidate 
for President on the Republican 
ticket, is from descendants of negro 
blood. The editorial, which is 
signed by “Chas, P. Taft, publ{sher, 
and Herbert Taft, editor,” is fol- 
lowed by the names of Harding’s 
ancestry back to 1624, and comes 
down to his father, George Tryon 


Harding, who lives at Marion, O., 
the home of Senator Harding. The 
Senator’s mother died 10 years ago. 
Charles P. Taft is a brother of for- 
mer President William H. Taft. The 
editorial follows: 

“Fifty years ago personal scan- 
dal and whispered lies against 
the candidates played a consider- 
able part in American politics. 

“Until this year it seemed that 
we had been getting away from 
that sort of thing. The presiden- 
tial campaigns of the present cen- 
tury have been fought out chiefly 
in the open, with arguments about 
principles and the characters and 
intentions of candidates holding 
the center of the stage. 

“This year the Democrats have 
tried to turn the clock back 60 
years. They have attempted to 
revive that spirit of underhand 
partisanship which was quite usual 
in the days when blackguards at- 
tacked the ancestry of the mother 
of Abraham Lincoln and said that 
Lincoln himself was illegitimate. 

‘“‘Most of the energy of the un- 
derground section of the Demo- 
cratic campaign has been devoted 
to the circulation of a le about 
Harding’s ancestry. No responsible 
Democrat has dared repeat it in 
the open, but many Democrats 
have passed it around, hand to 
hand. . There are few voters in 
Hamilton County who have not 
run up against this sneaking. 
propaganda in one form or an- 
other and who have not had some- 
body whisper in their ears in strict 


confidence that there ‘is really 
something in that story about 
Harding.’ 


“The story is to the effect that 
Warren G. Hardine’s grandfather 
was Amos Harding and that he 


married Mary Ann Dixon, a ne- 
| gress. 
“The story is false in every re- 


spect. It even has the wrong 
names for Harding’s grandpar- 
ents. The Senator’s grandfather 


was not Amos, but Charles Alex- 
ander Hardirttg. Charles Alex- 
ander Harding’s wife, and the 
grandmother of Warren G. Hard- 
ing on the paternal side, was Mary 
Ann Crawford. She was the 
daughter of Joshua Crawford of 
Baltimore and Sophia Stevens, 
whose family lived in Albemarle 
County, Virginia. The Crawfords 
were of Seotch-Irish descent, the 
family originating in Lanarkshire, 
Scotland. The first of the family 
came to America in the 17th cen- 
tury. The Crawfords appear all 
through the genealogies of Vir 
ginia and were related to most of 
the prominent families of colonial 
days in that State. 

“There was an Amos Harding 
among Warren G. Harding's an- 


cestors. He was not the Senator's 
grandfather, however, but his 
great-great-granfather. The 


name of his wife was not Mary 
Ann Dixon, but Phoebe Tripp, who 
belonged to a well-known colonial 
family of Pensylvania and was a 
cousin of Frances Slocum, ‘the 
lost sister of Wyoming.’ Amos 
Harding lived in the Wyoming 
valley, Pennsylvania, from 1777 to 
1800. He came to Richland 
County, Ohio, early in the nine- 
teenth century, and died there in 
1839. 

“As a rule Americans object to 
lies and particularly to that type 
of le which flourishes only in the 
dark. Unless the character of our 
people has changed, they will show 
on election day what they think 
of the subterranean campaign the 
Democrats have waged during the 
past three weeks.

not to be blamed on the paving anyway, but 
on the condition of your feet.

Dr. Block is the man whose knowledge of the human 
foot was useful to the Government during the draft, 
by causing physical examining boards to stop their 
wholesale rejections of men for “flat feet,” and even 
to send for, re-examine and accept many persons who 
already had been rejected. 

In a communication to Provost-Marshal-Genera! 
Crowder, Dr. Block potnted ont that many men with 
natural or congenital flat feet were well able to march 
and should not be rejected for military service unless 
they had other defects as well. The usual form of flat 
feet interferes with marching and therefore disqualifies 
a man from serving in the army. 

On a recent visit to a large sanitarium, Dr. Block 
was asked what could be done for tle nurses, many 
of whom were complaining of the hard floors and the 
lameness which they thought was caused By long 
hours of duty on such floors. 

The sanitarium staff were surprised when Dr. Block 
denied that hard floors injured people's feet, and de- 
clared that if the bones of the feet were in a normal 
or almost norma! position, the floors, stairs and side- 
walks would not feel hard to the tread.

flesh underlying the bones. The five metatarsal bones 
which propel the body have their cushion, and the hee! 
has its cushion, as well as the foot as a whole. Dis- 
placement of a bone means it will have a thinner cush- 
ion to absorb the shock of walking. 

“How can we prevent this failure of nature’s cush- 
ion?” said Bleck in a discussion of the matter. “By 
restoring those bones to their normal position, which 
will cause the feeling of hardness in floors and walks 
to be relieved. How shall it be done? By scientifically 
correcting the distortion. Shall we employ metal de- 
vices? A thousand times, no! 

“Use of the metal plates is only adding fuel to the 
fire, by aggravating the bones of the inner, outer and 
anterior metatarsal arches of the foot. In 95 per cent 
of cases where metal is used under the foot, the pa- 
tient will in time develop trouble in the heel or ball 
of the foot, knee or hip. 

“For the middle portion of the foot, from the trans 
verse arch (over the apex of the instep) to the anterior 
metatarsal arch (over the ball of the foot back of tlic 
toes), is flexible. The arches as a whole are resilient, 
but not flexible.

“The result is that with plates in the sho~s, 
the foot rides the metal all day. The flexib » 
part of the foot has no chance to bend. The 


the Mmner side of the foot) and of the otter 
longitudinal arch (along the outer border of 
the foot) are not allowed free play, and while 
the patient may have a feeling of relief from 
his original trouble, the distortion in his foot 
is not remedied but merely shifted about. 
“Many people talk about the arch of the 
foot, as though there were but one. However, 
there are four, just as I have named them. 
When distortion occurs, the transverse arch 
always is affected, sometimes others as well 
and sometimes all of them. The use of metal 
arch supports is not allowed in the army. 
“Some astonishing results have followed 
the treatment of distorted feet. In one case 
which I know about, a woman 50 years old 
was able to discard glasses which she had 
been wearing. In three other cases, where 
the patients had had all their teeth extracted, 
in trying to rid themselves of serious pains, 


the pain. But, of course, the teeth could not 
be replaced. 

“I have seen many cases of supposed rheu- 
matism, sciatica, lumbago and gout cured by 
putting the bones of the foot back where they 
belonged. And to relieve people of pains in 
the calf of the leg, the knee, the thigh, the 
hip, the back, and even the back of the neck, 
is an everyday occurrence. 

“Exercise for the foot is beneficial, but before 
such exercise we must make sure to align the 
bones in their normal position and keep them 
there. If we strengthen the foot when the 
bones are in a wrong position, we just bring it 
about that the bones are held more firmly in 
their wrong position by stronger muscles. If 
the machinery in a factory gets out of order, 
the first thing done is to correct the align- 
ment, for if that is wrong, the machinery 
cannot be efficient. 

“The fact is, that until recently people have not had 
the respect for their feet which they should have had. 
The feet have been looked on as a part of the body 
to kick stones out of the way. Most people have felt 
that when they bought shoes they had done their full 
duty by their feet. 

“The majority of foot troubles, as I said, come from 
ill-fitting shoes, and it is not always the buyer's fault. 
A man may get himself a very good fit in the Nod. 9

size of one manufacturer, and a very bad fit when he 
buys the No. 9 of another firm. He may not always 
be able to get the same last of shoe, and in any case 
the shoe consumer should be able to know just what 
size shoe he is getting when he calls for a certain 
number. 

“Tl am very much in favor of a law which will stand- 
ardize ti? manufacture of shoes, as far as sizes are 
concerned, and with penalties for the manufacturers 
and dealers who do not strictly comply with the law. 
That would give the consumer a reasonable chance of 
getting the size of shoe which fite his foot anywhere 
and in a medium-priced shoe the same as in an ex- 
pensive one. 

“You have probably met the shoe clerk who is about 
as much interested in giving you a good fit as he 
is in what you will have for dinner #he day after to- 
morrow. The main idea, with this ‘jnd of a clerk, 
is making the sale. Sometimes, if you uxpress dissatis- 
faction, he tells you that the foot will shape itself to 
the shoe. Does the haberdasher tell you that the head 
will shape itself to the hat? Or the tatlor, that the 
shoulders will shape themselves to the new coat? 

“The harm caused by [ll-fitting shoes may not mani- 
fest itself actively for a long time afterwards, perhaps 
as much as 10 years. The damage is there, and get-

cause pain and the average person suspects nothing. 

“The plysieal examination of patients at some of 
the big sanitariums has been literally from head to 
foot. It has extended .as far as the ankles, for the 
lower clothing was merely displaced during the ex- 
amination, and the shoes were not even removed. But 
they are learning that no diagnosis is complete without 
a careful examination of the feet. At last, the subject 
is on a scientific basis. 

“The common lack of regard for the feet is well il- 
lustrated in the case of sickness. After weeks in bed, 
anybody knows that the arm will be weakened, the 
hand shaky, the legs wobbly. Any physical exertion 
will be started cautiously and performed carefully. No 
sudden or undue strain will be put on the body as a 
whole. 

“But O, the poor feet! Down goes the entire weight 
of the body on those weak feet, and they are expected 
to serve as well as they did before the sick spell. It 
should be clear that the muscles in the feet are just as 
liable to relax and become weakened as any of the 
other muscles. They should have just as much con- 
sideration. 

“Anybody who is sick in bed for a week or longer 
should protect his feet on arising. Otherwise he proba- 
bly will cause injury within the foot. The injury may 


not manifest itself for years, but it is there and could 
have been prevented. 


“And that reminds me of what are called ‘growing 
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ORIGIN OF THE SANDAL 


HEN the world was young, the people 
one day became tired of bruising their 
feet on rocks and thorns, according to 
an ancient myth related by Dr. Block. 
They decided to cover the surface of the earth 
with an immense carpet, to protect their feet. 

They were planning how best to set about the 
task, when a man suggested that, instead of one 
immense carpet, they make many little ones and 
tie them to the bottoms of their feet. Then, 
when they walked about, the effect would be the 
same as though they all were treading on one 
huge carpet. 

This was the origin of moccasins, sandals and 
shoes. People with normal feet have a good 
natural carpet, or cushion of flesh, beneath the 
bones of the feet. 


; 


pains’ in a child’s legs. Many mothers are awakened 
at night by children who complain of pains in their 
feet or lower limbs. This condition is due to a weak- 
ness and bone displacement in the foot, and should 
be attended to. 

“There is real pathos in the story of the child and 
his ill-fitting shoes. Due certainly to no fault of his 
own, but somebody else’s carelessness or ignorance, the 
child with such shoes receives physical damage which 
will affect him for years and grow steadily worse until 
diagnosed and remedied. Even the soft foot of a child 
cannot stand the abuse of shoes which don’t fit. 

“Watch the child who is ‘toeing in.’ He isn’t doing 
that to be smart, or from natural meanness, I can as- 
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sure you. He is doing it pecause he is wearing or 
has worn shoes too short for his feet, and to relieve 
the painful pressure on the toes, he instinctively tries 
to walk on the side of his foot, in an attempt to short- 
en the foot, and hence the ‘toeing in.’ 


“Sometimes a physician is consulted about the case 
of a child who for some reason or other falls down 
frequently while at play, | mean much oftener than 
the other children do. The doctor may be puzzled, but 
I have known many such cases which were caused by 
distortion of the arches of the feet. This condition 
causes the child to become more or less clumsy on his 
feet. In a great many cases he soon trips, stumbles 
and falls. 


‘“T have seen young children whose feet, either from 
pain or distortion, made them, instead of walking 
downstairs in the ordinary way, back down on their 
hands and knees. 


“But there are adults, too, who sometimes have to 
move around in a peculiar way. I have known people 
of moderate means here in St. Louis who had to craw! 
to the bathroom on their hands and knees in the morn- 
ing. They were people with such displacement of the 
bones and consequent weakness in the feet that a kind 
of ‘warming up’ process was necessary before they 
could stand upright or walk without support. 

“The idea seems to have gotten around that only 
fleshy persons are apt to suffer displaced bones in the 
feet. A person’s weight has nothing to do with it. 
Some of the worst cases of displacement and weakness 
which I have ever seen were in the feet of thin people, 
like myself. The distortion of the feet is not caused 
by weight. It is caused by improper shoes, or 
abuse of the feet.”

A QUIET ‘house on East Fiftieth 
street, New York City, there used 
to be what is called the greatest 
private collection of books in the 
world. It was a treasure house whose 
cultural and financial value staggered 
the imagination. Now this great col- 
lection of books is being moved from 
New York City to the Pacific coast. 
This Mecca of the student, scholar 
and bibliophile will soon be opened 
to the public in Los Angeles. 

Ten years azo the library of Henry 
Edwards Huntington was scarcely 
known among bibliophiles;: now, in 
the” halls about him, on the dim 
shelves are the precjous volumes of 
what has become one of the world’s 
most distinguished libraries; priceless 
in money value, rich in book memo- 
ries and the ghostly personalities of 
poets, historians and statesmen of 
the past. One book alone was ob- 
tained at the then record price of $50,- 
000; another, recently, for $75,000; sales 
of duplicates and discarded rarities have net- 
ted probably more than $500,000. It has been 
and is a stupendous proposition. England, 
France, Germany, have yielded to the grow- 
ing richness of this American collection. 

Mr. Huntington has also been a wide col- 
lector of paintings, and it is understood that 
his art collections, too, will be made avail- 
able to the public. In a white stucco build- 
ing of Italian design, among the live oaks 
of his San Marino estate near Los Angeles, 
these great collections are being housed. 
The building, designed by Myron Hunt, a 
Southern California architect, has a 210-foot 
} frpntage, is absolutely fireproof, has room 
J for the housing of 200,000 volumes, and is 
aN known as the Henry E. Huntington Library 
and Art Gallery. One of the impressive 
(fs rooms of the structure will be the great 

founder’s room, with its huge fireplace and 
) its massively beamed ceiling. Here the great 

organization that was built up in New York 

City to study, catalogue and care for the li- 
brary is now working; for much of the credit for selec- 
tion and vision must be given to the excellent men Mr. 
Huntington has picked to aid him in his work, among 
them the eminent bibliophile and librarian, George 
Watson Cole. So one of the greatest libraries in the 
world is gained for America and California, but lost 
to New York City. 

‘The man who has made this collection, before he was 
known as a bibliophile, was called the “Traction King 
of the West.” He was an electric traction man who 
had inherited millions from his uncle, Collis P. Hunt- 
ington, the great railroad financier. 


Born in Oneonta, N. Y., in 1850, H. E. Huntington 
started life as a clerk in a hardware store. He turned 
to lumbering in the South, and later developed his ex- 
tensive railway interests on the coast. At the age of 
60, a director of many corporations, with large busi- 
ness interests, be retired to a farmer's life on his Cal- 
ifornia estate, and to the planning, organization and 
purchasing of his library. 

Why is a library great? Perhaps it is necessary to 
have something of the spirit of a collector to appreci- 
ate the thrill of handling a first edition, of poring over 
a richly illuminated vellum manuscript, of knowing 
that one of vour own books is unique, that no other 
man can study a particular volume unless you allow 
him to do so. It is the rare gems that make the Hunt- 
ington Library great, as well as the stupendous whole. 

From a financial standpoint, the probable worth of 
these books is staggering. The years when Mr. Hunt- 
ington began making his collection were particularly 
favorable. Some of the greatest private 
sibraries of the world were being sold. He 
was able to buy them in part, sometimes 
entire. The Duke of Devonshbire’s library, 
including a famous collection of plays made 
oy the English actor, John Philip Kemble, 
25 Caxtons and other wonders, was pur- 
chased at a reported price of $1,700,000. 

In 1915 the Halsey Library, valued be- 
tween $1,000,000 and $1,250,000, was added 
to the Huntington collection, and was said 
at that time to make the total worth of the 
American millionaire’s library more than 
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Huntington’s Precious Store of Books, Once in New York, 
Being Housed in a Palatial Library on the Pacific Coast 


$6,000,000. Among the Halsey boo’ s was, perhaps the 


rarest item, a first edition of Sha'speare’s “Sonnets,” 


and very rare editions of American authors, especially 
Poe, as well as perhaps the finest collection of French 
literature on this side of the water. 

For a portion of the Earl of Pembroke’s library Mr. 
Huntington was reported to have paid $115,000, and 
that of Mr. Christie-Miller probably cost about $350,000. 

At the sale of the famous Hoe library, noted for its 
tuxurious bindings as well as its rare volumes, Mr. 
Huntington is said to have bought more than a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of books. For the Church collec- 
tion, with its Rowfant Books, its Shakspeariana, and 
its magnificent collection of Colonial Laws, he is re- 
ported to have paid $1,800,000, and over a million for 
the very famous Bridgewater House library of the

tari of Elismere. This last was a veritable national 
monunrent of England. It was collected in Elizabethan 
times by Sir Thomas Edgerton, Queen Elizabeth’s Lord 
Chancellor, who was an ardent book lover. From him 
it was handed down through the noble family, and 
careful additions were made by each generation, the 
result being that when Mr. Huntington acquired this 
library it was an « cumulation of the finest and rarest 
ald books that Enxzland could offer. 

With this library was also the small leather and 
wood case which Sir Thomas used to carry with him-— 
40 volumes in his favorite shelf, volumes that would 
perhaps stagger a modern noble—Homer, Virgil, the 


Bible, Epictetus, Beothius, Cicero, Caesar, Aurelius, 
and so on. 
Not so long ago Mr. Huntington’s agent, the tate 


—*” 
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G. D. Smith, offered another million for the Britwell 
Court library. This was refused, but he afterward 
bought the only extant copy of the fourth edition of 
Shakspeare’s, “Venus and Adonis” for $75,000, as well 
as other tomes for lesser amounts. 

This last purchase makes what was before the most 
notable section of Mr. Huntington’s collection even 
more complete—for the British Museum is his only 
competitor in the possession of the world’s most 


famous copies of William Shakspeare’s works. Of the 
first edition quartos, there is but one missing, that. of 


Titus Andronicus of 1594, the only known copy of 
which is owned by H. C. Folger of Brooklyn. 


Although this is perhaps the chief glory of the col- 
lection, and the main lines have been English and 
American literature, for the intense lover of books, 
for the man to whom the sight of a book or the feel 
of a beautiful binding brings memories and visions, 
the surprising thing about this great library is the 
variety of thrills he can receive if allowed to wander 
through it, and look at, perhaps touch, the books. 


As he looks at the rich vellum pages of what is one 
of the most famous manuscripts in the world, that of 
Chaucer’s “Canterbury Tales,’”’ he will not only hear 
the jingling and chattering of that famous group o! 
pilgrims, but he will see some bald-pate monk, benv 
ing over his desk, with his pigments and his inks, la- 
boriously and lovingly transcribing from the original 
script. 

Then to the times of books! Learning comes from 
the cloister and the castle, and becomes possible for 
the multitude as William Caxton of Westminster, in 
1474, turns out with time and care, the first book 
ever printed in the English language: “The Recuyell] 
of the Historyes of Troye.”’ 

The first Bible in the English language and the fa- 
mous Gutenberg Bible--what a great line of influence 
has sprung from these two—a book, two books, rich, 
rare, beautifully printed; but how much more than 
that to the man of imagination, the germ of a great 
movement in religion, the guiding light of civilization. 


Shifting, suddenly, to a lighter vein, we might pick 
up the actual letter writien by Charles Lamb propos- 
ing marriage tO Miss Kelly, and visualize the gentle 
essayist’s strange courtship. | 

Here ap original manuscript by the fiery-hearted 
Burns—a passionate ballad of Swinburne’s, a sonnet 
from exquisite and careful Rossetti’s pen—Conrad, 
Shaw, Hardy. One can see how they wrote, one can 
note the scratched-out words, the others substituted 
that seemed rarer after the first flush of composition 
had left them. Was it really a better word? Is the 
sober second thought equal to the quick outpouring of 
words? Did they write quickly’ or slowly ?—here, we 
have what is perhaps nearest to the souls of authors.

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- Recalls the Days ot Eighty Years Ago - 


EMORIES of old St. Louis, in the days 
when a steam ferry was still something 
of a novelty and when a'‘bridge across 
as mighty a stream as the Mississippi 
was not even contemplated, are re- 
called by an old poster of the St. 
Louis & St. Clair Ferry Co., predeces- 
sor of the Wiggins Ferry Co., which was issued on 
July 4, 1842, or nearly 80 years ago. 

This poster was discovered last week in a former 
auditing office of the Terminal Association and was 
still in the old wood frame in which it had once been 
suspended in the ferry wharfboats. 


To the old resident, there are many points in this 
apparently simple schedule of prices that will bring 
back a reminiscent thrill. To begin with, the scale of 
prices, although apparently low when it is considered 
that the company had a monopoly of the service, was 
in reality much higher than the figures would indicate 
today. Money was more valuable in those days and 
the rate of 61-4 cents for a foot passenger was cer- 
tainly the equivalent of 50 cents in these days of the 
depreciated dollar. 

The fractional portions of a cent specified will also 
recall the old paper “shinplaster” currency that pre- 
vailed and the general use of the “bit” in making 
change. While “two bits’ and “four bits” are still 
common expressions, in those days the term had a lit- 
eral meaning, as some thrifty persons used to chop a 
silver half-dollar in two pieces to make two coins of 

“two bits” each. A law had to be passed against 
mutilating currency to stop this habit. 

Another noticeable point is the apparently unjust 
discrimination between a barrel of pork or cider and 
a barrel of wine or brandy. The barrels of those days 
were of standard size, but it was probably thought that 
a person fortunate enough to have 
a barrel of whisky would gladly pay 
121-2 cents for its transportation, 
while the owner of the more ple- 
beian cider escaped with a tariff o/ 
61-4 cents per barrel. 

The number of animals custom- 
arily attached to vehicles in those 
days is indicated by the provision 
made for teams running from a sin 
ele wagon or gig up to a charge of 
$1.25 for a team of eight oxen. The 
stvle of vehicles of the day is indi- 
cated by the terms, “wagon, gig, 
sulky, carriage and Dearborn,” this 
last being a vehic le sumewhat akiu 
to what was Jater known as a sur- 
rey. It is evident that four or more 
horses were so imes attached to 
carriages and the ndition of the 
roads and streets on’ both sides of 
the river evidently made this nec- 
essary. In fact, some portions of 
state highways on both sides-of the 
river have not progressed to any 
creat extent since then, if we accept 
the fervid testimony of autoists who 
have been crusading for the good 
roads movement. 

illinois must have sent over quite 
a number of market gardeners, to 
judge from the tarift for their ve- 
hicles. Merchandise and lumber 
paid a high rate per 100 pounds, 
and the cost of fitting out some of 
the stately homes of this city in 
that period must have been very 
great, the transportation alone rep- 
resenting a fortune. 

While one clause at the bottom of 
the poster may provoke a smile, it 
is nevertheless sig snificant. This is 
the notice that rates will be raised 
when ice comes in the riyer. In 
many previous years, the ferry had 
closed down or operated intermit- 
tently when ice commenced to come 
down from the North. But the year 
of 1842 marked the early stages of a 
vreat flood of immigration, that 
swelled to a tremendous height in 
1849. Of e¢ourse, in 1842 there were 
no railroads to this region. But 
steamboat traffic on the Ohio was 
sending immigrants for St. Louis 
and points further west here in 
swarms and others were making the 
trip overland. So this announce- 
ment of winter service Was a true 
sign of the times. 

The history of the ferry here SS 
dates back to a primitive boat pro- iar VFR 
pelled by oars, operated in 174°.

Samuel Wiggins, ih 1819, bought out the proprietors of 
this boat and secured a charter from the Illinois Legis- 
lature on March 2 of that year, authorizing him to run 
a “‘team ferry” across the Mississippi and to construct 
a levee, wharves and warehouses. 

One of Wiggins’ associates was Andrew, or Andree, 
Christy, whose name was always perpetuated on one 
of the boats of the ferry. East St. Louis was thei a 
small settlement, known as Washington,- and was 
owned, in great part, by Wiggins# The system was 
known as the St. Louis and St. Clair Ferry until 1843, 
when it was incorporated as the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
under the laws of Illinois. 

Wiggins’ early boats were all propelled by horse- 
power. A horse in a treadmill propelled a clumsy barge 
slowly across the stream, his treadmill imparting pow- 
er to a wheel in the stern. The first steamboat to ar- 
rive at St. Louis was the Zebulon M. Pike, in 1817, 
and evidently the idea of a steam ferry was early in 
Wiggins’ mind. 

This is indicated by the first city directory ever 
published in St. Louis. This directory came out in 1821 
and was produced by John A. Paxton, former editor

The population of St. Louis in that year was 5500 and 
Paxton's directory affords an intimate study of condi- 
tions existing here. His little book was in the na- 
ture of a guide book—a sort of pioneer Badaeker of 


dthe Wesi, as it were—and as much room was taken 


up by a somewhat flowery description of the city as 
by the list of names. 


On the subject of the ferry, he wrote: 

“Mr. Samuel Wiggins is the proprietor of.two ele- 
gant and substantial team ferry boats that ply regu- 
larly and alternately from the bottom of North H 
street, néar the steamboat warehouse, to the opposite 
shore. The great public utility of this mode of con- 
veying persons and property across the Mississippi 
needs no comment, but gives the enterprising owner 
a high claim to the patronage of his, fellow citizens. 
The river at the ferry is one mile and one-eighth in 
width. Above the ferry is an island abgut one mile 
and one-half in length, containing upwards of 1000 
acres. It belongs to Mr. Wiggins.” 


It will be noticed that Paxton refers to “team” ferry 
boats and not to “steam” boats. The ferries were still 
worked with horsepower. But the arrival of the Pike 
had already resulted in a steamboat warehouse being 
established. Steamboating was developing rapidly on 
the lower river and had already reached an important 
stage on-the Ohio. Wiggins evidently foresaw what 
was coming and prepared for it. 

North H street was later Morgan street. This sit> 
was chosen because of a rocky formation there which 
enabled the boats to come directly up to a solid ledge 
when the river was at normal height. The advantage 
of a solid levee in wet weather can hardly be over- 
estimated. The width of the river may cause som> 
in‘eres!, as it is now graded down to about 2500 feet. 
But a short time before 1821 it was 
even wider than the mile and one- 
eighth mentioned above and in the 
early days of the city’s history was 
about one mile and one-half in 
width. In flood times, it extended 
back to the Illinois bluffs. The 
island mentioned, now partly 
washed away and partly connected 
with the Illinois shore and protect- 
ed by levees, had been considered 
an eyesore in the early days of the 


ever when the flood went down. A 
shift in the river bed quickly ac- 
complished what all the labor of 
inan was unable to do. 

Besides the rocky ledges at the 
foot of Morgan street, another rea-

Girls are led to aspire to good heaith when health is 
interpreted as beauty. They will join beauty clubs and 
make self-denials, pledges, rules for themselves, in the 
same spirit that they join secret sororities. Health 
becomes an interesting objective and real rosy cheeks, 
instead of painted ones, and flat-heeled shoes which 
enable one to make a required score at walking, and 
other such points in the game of health are worth 
striving for when they entitle one to a new jewel in 
one’s sorority pin or a new title or degree. 

Of course, health as a game is not the only means 
by which this organization seeks to promote health ed- 
ucation. It insists that the study of health should 
enter into every other study in the school. Into arith- 
metic problems, as for example, “If John earns $25 a 
week, and he gets typhoid fever through dirty milk 
and has to give up his job for 10 weeks, how much does 
he lose in salary alone on account of unsafe milk?” 
Into civics, correlating personal with public health 
matters. Into geography, learning health habits and 
conditions of other countries and localities. Into his- 
tory, looking into health conditions of peoples and 
times that have gone before. Into English, using 
health subjects for composition. 

When health education becomes as important as 
scholarship, as these organizers hope it will, health 
grade cards will be sent home from school with other 
grade cards, and parents wili become interested par- 
ticipants and fans of the game. There will be stated 
the grade which John ought to have, the height he 
oughtgto be for his age and the weight for his height, 
and if he is falling very short in his marks there will 
be action at home to discover and remedy the cause 
of this condition. 


In short, the language of health that has bristled 
with unfamiliar, mysterious words, is being translated 
into terms comprehensible and even dear to childhood. 
The old way of making physiology a solemn, rather 
grewsome mystery, sometimes only inciting morbid 
curiosity, of viewing specimens in alcohol, of studying 
the negative condition of disease, is being changed 
by emphasizing the positive and pleasanter object, 
-health, and making health synonymous with happi- 
ness, sport, joy. 

And children are enjoying the new system, blissfully 
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unconscious that eminent scientists are moge* seriously 
occupied with interpreting the playful inclinations of 
children to make use of in furthering their object of 
education. 

At the head of the movement is a committee of the 
best-known specialists in children’s diseases in New 
York, the eminent Dr. L. Emmett Holt being chairman, 
while the Government, through the Bureau of Educa- 
tion, under the Department of the Interior, is lending 
financial and official support. A staff of trained pub- 
lic health nurses, headed by Miss Sally Lucas Jean, 
is directing organization of the work, traveling over 
the country to interest public school health supervis- 
ors in the system. She recently presented the subject 
in certain of its newest developments before the Na- 
tional Child Hygiene Conference in St. Louis. 

But these personages, for all their learning, have had 
to employ certain mere personalities, certain, of those 
beings graced with the gift of Peter Pan, who never 
grew up, to take the messages directly to the children 
themselves. 

One of this troup is the Picture Man, who goes to 
the children dressed in an orange smock trimmed round 
with vegetables and fruits and wearing a carrot-top 
cap. He is a cartoonist and he draws pictures of veg- 
etables which turn into little men, milk bottles which 
become round-faced, happy girls, who spurn the coffee 
pot, which suddenly has become a cross-faced boy, 
and other animated objects that develop characters and 
do characteristic tricks and while you are watching 
their fascinating antics you have learned to -love the 
good vegetables and to hate the wicked foods that 
children should not eat. 

Another of this staff is a writer of fairy tales, Elea- 
nor Glendower Griffith, who has put into an attractive 
book, all beautifully printed and illustrated, under 
the title “Cho-Cho and the Health Fairy,” a group of 
tales whose characters personify good foods and bad, 
good habits and bad, good friends and wicked ene- 
mies of children’s health. 

Cho-Cho, an elf, it will be seen, is christened with 
the initials of the Child Health Organization. 

Then, there is Cho-Cho the Clown, who goes among 
children dressed in a gorgeous satin suit of black and 
yellow patches, and who, with droll stories and non- 
sense ahd antics, teaches simple facts of hygiene and 
health. He juggles and tussles with the vicious frying

It’s the same sort of 
thing that grows in New Zealand. Those plants | was 
pointing out to you last week—the ones with the 
long, brownish leaves like swords. There's no mistake 
about it. I took those two Australian sailors over to 
look at ‘em a day or two ago, and they swear it’s the 
same plant, ‘growing wild. Same little capsule-shaped 
fruit with the little black seeds, and everything. I've 
been readipg up on it in the encyclopedia. You cut 
those leaves off when they get to be full size, macerate 
‘em in water for a few days, sun dry ‘em, and then 
weave ‘em some way or another. We'll have to work 
that out. Strongest sort of fiber in the leaves. Makes 
a very stout cloth, rope, twine—all that sort of thing. 
Opens up a new and important industry, boys, particu- 
larly obnoxious to married men. We'll be having dress- 
making establishments in full blast before you know, 
and model gowns till you can't rest. I almost hate to 
spread the news among the women. We won't have a 
cook or a laundress or a school teacher on the island if 
this dressmaking craze gets started. Every hut along 
this row will have a sign beside the door: ‘Dressmak- 
ing Done Here.’ On the other hand, I doubt very 
much if we'll be able to get a single tailor shop going; 
and, God knows, I'll soon need a new pair of pants, 
especially if we're going to have regular church serv- 
ices every Sunday, as Percival says.”
